Because the common 
feeds derived from 
crops produced 
on

are deficient 
in the 
nitrogen-containing nutriment. 
The 
only protein feed that is produced on 
the farm and used in its original form 
as a feed, is 
milk. 
Milk 
in any of 
its 
various 
forms 
makes a good, 
cheap protein food. 
Of the protein supplements sold on 
the market, tankage is 
perhaps the 
most commonly used in swine feeding. 
It is an animal product, the value of 
which depends entirely upon its grade, 
as 
indicated 
in the 
percentage of 
protein contained. 
The higher grade 
is usually the most satisfactory be­ 
cause of its greater content of protein 
and its 
better 
preparation. 
Fish 
meal has proven to be a better pur­ 
chase for the feeder of swine in some 
localities, where meal containing the 
same amount 
of protein 
as a good 
tankage can, he 
obtained at a lesser 
cost. 
Linseed oil mea! has been used as 
a substitute 
for tankage 
at times 
but being a plant product it is not as 
satisfactory 
under ail 
conditions. 
Oil meal is 
good 
when a 
laxative 
condition is desired in the individual. 
While 
middlings and 
protein sup­ 
plements also find occasional use in 
hog rations, milk, tankage, fish meal, 
and oil meal are the most valuable and 
successful protein feeds in use under 
ordinary conditions.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS DECREASE 


One Room School Houses Are Passing 


The old fashioned one-room school­ 
house is giving way to the 
modern 
building of two, three and more rooms. 
This is 
shown in a statement by the 
State Department of Public Instruct­ 
ion made public Saturday, comparing 
the 
number of 
school 
buildings in 
Pennsylvania 
during the 1919-1920 
school year and that of 1920-1921. 
The total number of 
school build­ 
ings 
in the 
State 
decreased from 
J5,303 during the 1919-1920 year to 
15,154 during the next year as a re­ 
sult of the decrease in the 
number 
of one-room buildings. 
Elementary 
one-room buildings dropped in num­ 
ber from 10,254 to 9,794 and secondary 
one-room buildings 
from 168 to 76. 
The number of elementary buildings 
with two classrooms increased from 
1,342 to 1,458, while the 
number of 
secondary two-class room buildings 
fell from 123 to 87. 
The principal increase 
was in the 
number of 
buildings with 
three or 
more 
rooms, 
the 
number 
of ele­ 
mentary 
schools 
of this 
class in­ 
creasing from 2,912 to 3,203 and of 
secondary schools from 504 to 536.

ber from 10,254 to 9,794 and secondary

from 168 to 76.

METEOR DISCHARGES 
GAS IN ITS FLIGHT 


Explosion Shatters Windows and 
Fumes Almost Overpower 
New Jersey Residents. 


Asbury Park, N;M.—-A. meteor, dis­ 
charging odorous ga$en/.flashed through 
space to the south of her*} and disap­ 
peared in a thunderous roar, frighten­ 
ing residents of many* coast towns. 
Window panes in residences iii Tonis 
River were shattered by tho explosion, 
and the gases, polluting the atmos 
phere for more than a quarter of an
